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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This communication is responsive to Appellants' Appeal Brief filed on January 
15, 2004 (Paper No. 17), and the amendment to the claims filed on the same date (Paper 
No. 18). 



2. The Amendments to claims 1 and 10, and cancellation of claims 2, 1 1 and 25-49 
have been entered. The Appeal Brief filed on July 31, 2000 is defective because the brief 
does not contain a correct copy of the claims involved in the Appendix to the appeal 
brief 

In particular, the language of claims 1 and 10 in the Appendix to the appeal brief 
filed January 15, 2004 (Paper No. 17) differs from its last amended version filed on 
January 15, 2004 (Paper No. 18).
